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MEETING MINUTES 


The regular meeting was held on 
November 7 at Peter Hale's house in 
Chelsea. After reports that the 
Treasury was healthy with adequate 
reserves to publish the remaining 
newsletters, we broke for lunch. 


Show-and-tell followed with several 
demonstrations of the best of the 
software from the CGH section of 
the IFE library. Peter Hale showed 
off Dilwyn Jones's Words Check on 
Disk C007. It rapidly analyses the 
frequency of the words in a 
document, with the added feature 
that it can alphabetically order the 
list. Very swift; good code. 


Mike Jonas demonstrated an 
archiving (small a) program from 
the German library that can 
compress files as much as 70% and 
actually join several together. The 
German prompts are mostly intuitive 
and do not require a knowledge of 
German beyond Hogan's Heros. 


Mike also showed off an Crypt 1, 
original Cryptographic utility he has 
developed. It will go into the 
library as is, but as shareware.» 
For $10.00 users can, get updates. 


As is the user chooses a keyword to 
generate an algorithym that changes 
any file into an indeciperable 
collection of bytes. At present there 
is only a single level of encrytion. 
Later versions will offer several 
levels for people with different 
security clearances.
